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A device should be Class Il if:

e general controls by themselves are insufficient to provide reasonable assurance of
the safety and effectiveness, AND

e there is sufficient information to establish special controls to provide such
assurance.

A device should be Class | if:

e general controls are sufficient to provide reasonable assurance of the safety and
effectiveness, OR

e insufficient information exists to:
o determine that general controls are sufficient to provide reasonable
assurance of the safety and effectiveness, OR
0 establish special controls to provide such assurance, BUT
= the device is not purported or represented to be for a use in
supporting or sustaining human life or for a use which is of
substantial importance in preventing impairment of human health,
AND
= it does not present a potential unreasonable risk of illness or injury.
